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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-26 and 51-55 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner has reviewed the prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and 
finds that the claims define over the prior art. The prior art does not disclose or 
suggest inter alia the limitations of an apparatus for efficiently deflecting light 
from an optical fiber around a bend, comprising: a non-imaging optical waveguide, 
said waveguide being bound by and having a first port and a second port, said non- 
imaging waveguide comprising structure means for efficiently directing all the 
light entering through said first port around said bend and to said second port, said 
first port being nonparallel and angled with respect to said second port, and said 
first port and said second port bounding said non-imaging waveguide to form said 
bend; said first port receiving light having divergence angles of less than 90 
degrees as measured relative the central axis of said optical fiber, said central axis 
of said optical fiber being perpendicular to said first port; said second port emitting 
light having divergence angles as large as 90 degrees relative to the central axis of 
said second port, said central axis of said second port being perpendicular to said 
second port.
